'Ihe prnent regulation!, on lhat e*(- 
tinp- up principle which runs through the 
whole scheme, divides the community 
within the nttied dulnclj into three 
ctaaaei I the owneri of land by purchase, 
the uwuert by grant, and the nou -owners. 
To the ownen, of cither clan, are offered 
certain privilege* in which the non- 
owoerthare no ahare ; arid the pnvilegei 
conceded tu the owners by purchase are to 
be enjoyed by Ihe owners by giant only 
on certain stringent conditions, itui 
there are, nevertheless, some tight te- 
•triclioni as to the usea of land which 
apply indtactimmately to all three 
C line i 

With regard to ihe yfrif clau, the 
holders of purchased lauds, (purchased, 
that it, from ihe dot-eminent,) they 
are to have ihe right of eommottagr. 
fiee of charge, oh any vacant 
Crown landi immediately contiguous to 
Iheir own. But thli right ii one of pas- 
turage only; the part i ea being forbidden 
to put up any buildinga on llie land, even 
so muih ai a barlt hut, or lu clear, en- 
close, or cultivate any puition of it. If 
they wish to secure thiv right as their 
own erefwtrefy, they may do no by taking 
out a yearly lease, without cuiopelilioii, 
at the (lied price of ten shillings per lec- 
tion of fisO acres, or one square mile.
